other unconstitutional means, ’’ it does not appear, feasible to adopt this suggestion 
because of the numerous changes continually occurring in the security index and the 
'administrative effprt needed to keep the record^ accurate. . It would appear that in the 
vast majority of cases, the Apprehension Notice and Register executed by resident 
agencies will be forwarded to headquarters city for subsequent referral to U. S. 
Attorneys. The addition of specific grounds for apprehension could be completed at 
headquarters city. * 

The Training Division agrees with the views as expressed by the 
Domestic Intelligence Division and feels the additional administrative effort would not 
be warranted.

Each month we follow the field closely on the status 
of security work by analyzing the backlog of pending cases and 
delinquency in espionage, internal security, security matter and 
foreign intelligence cases in classifications 65, 100 and lOo. 
Status of these cases as of March 31, 1963, is set forth below. 


In March, there was a decrease in pending active 
matters in the entire field in the security classifications from 
18,548 to 18,517. Delinquent matters increased from 1,286 to 
1,581. The percentage of delinquent matters increased from 6.9^ 
to 8.5%. . *

Each month we follow the field closely on the status 
of security work by analyzing the backlog of pending cases and , 
delinquency in espionage, internal security, security matter and ^ 
foreign intelligence cases in classifications 6o, 100 and 1U5. 
Status of these cases as ofJ’^e 30, 1963, is set forth below. 


In June, thejre was a decrease in pending active matters 
in the entire field in the security classifications from 17,777 to 
17,603. Delinquent matters increased from 1,606 to 1,872. The 
percentage of delinquent matters increased from 9 % to 10,6%. 


Letters are being sent to the offices indicated by 
asterisks on page four herein, commenting on their delinquency and 
pointing out the necessity for bringing their security cases to a 
current status.
